In exercise of the powers, ^conferred by article 240 of the 
Constitution, read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 18 of the 
Sixth Schedule to the Constitution, the President is pleased^ to 
promulgate the followipg Regulation made by him: —

5459 P, 5463 P and 5467 P, dated the 13th October, 1914, issued by 
the then Chief Commissioner of Assam, in so far as they relate to 
the Elephants’ Preservation Act, 1879, shall cease to have effect in 6 °* i 8 ?9.

THE SCHEDULE 
(See section 3) 

1. In section 5, the reference to the Collector or Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of any district shall be construed as a reference to the Political 
Officer or the Additional Political Officer of a Division. 

2. In section 10, for the words “as if it were an arrear of land- 
revenue”, the words, figures and brackets “as a public demand under 
the Bengal Public Demands Recovery Act, 1913 (Bengal Act No. Ill 
of 1913)” shall be substituted.
